Imports Higher, Exports Stable 
in July 


HE OVERSEAS TRADE FIGURES were rather less favourable in July than in the ious month. 
Imports were particularly low in June but there was a sharp resurgence in July, i 
by only a modest increase in exports and a slight fall in re-exports. In the visible 

trade deficit rose from the comparatively low level of £38 million in June to £69 million in July. 
‘The latest import figure came back to the trend, evident in March-May but checked in June, for a 
fairly marked rise in the volume of imports compared with a year ago, while the rate of increase of 
exports remained about the same in July as in the first half of 1957, 

Imports in July were valued at £359-5 million, £36 million more than po and 3 per cent. 
above the monthly average in oe first half om In the first —_ ye oo oe om ei 
cent. higher in value and probably about 34 per cent. greater in volume pe ap. 
period of 1956. After allowing for the carry-over from 1956 of imports delayed by the closing 
the Suez Canal, the inerease so far this year wee protebly sees i Highness in value and 2 per cent.

Exports amounted to £281-4 million in July, an increase of £5} million over the previous month. 
The July figure was very slightly more than the monthly average first Half of 1957 (excluding 
silver bullion repayments to the United States up to April 1957). In the first seven months of the year 
exports were 6 per cent. in value and about 3 per cent. in vo above the period 
of 1956 ~ the same rates of growth as were recorded up to June. The commodity pattern of exports

Imports from the non-sterling 
world rose by 7} per cent. compared with the first half year’s rate, 
to £226 million.

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petroleum. Imports from the dollar area were 3 per cent. below the 
first half year’s level, with reductions in sugar, cotton, coal and 
petroleum but increases in timber and metals. 

Total exports (including re-exports) to the non-sterling world in 
July were 2 per cent. below the monthly average in January-June, at 
£162 million, Exports to O.E.E.C. countries which have recently 
been buoyant, fell rather sharply, by 8 per cent. Shipments to most 
countries were lower, y Norway, Sweden, Denmark, the 
Netherlands and France. Exports to ‘other non-sterling countries’ 
also fell, by 5 per cent., with reductions to the Soviet Union, Finland 
and Japan. Exports to the dollar area, on the other hand, were 13 
per cent. higher in July than in the first half year (excluding silver 
bullion repayments). Exports to the United States were 7} per cent. 
higher and to Canada 13 per cent. up, and there were substantial 
increases to Liberia and Venezuela. With the rise in imports and fall 
in total exports, the visible trade deficit with the non-sterling world 
increased from a monthly average of £44 million in the first half year 
to nearly £64 million in July. 

Imports from the sterling area in July were 44 per cent. below the 
first half year’s rate, at under £134 million. The seasonal fall in tea, 
cocoa, oils and oilseeds, together with reductions in dairy products, 
cereals and sugar was partly offset by increases in meat, fruits and 
vegetables, tobacco and petroleum. Total exports to sterling countries 
remained very stable at 1 per cent. above the January-June average. 
Exports to Australia were 13 per cent. higher in July and shipments 
to New Zealand were up by one-third, but there were reductions to 
South Africa and India. Exports to the Colonies were 9 per cent. 
down; British East Africa took less and exports to Bermuda were 
only one-sixth of the first half year’s rate which included large deliveries 
of ships and boats. 

With lower imports and slightly higher exports, the visible trade 
deficit with the sterling area fell from £13 million a month in January- 
June to £5 million in July.

The stability of United Kingdom exports in July compared with 
the monthly average in the first half year embraced a increase 
in manufactured goods but reductions in the other classes of exports. 
Amongst manufactures, textiles and ‘other manufactures’ made the 
best showing in July, each rising by 5 per cent.

Souk, Gist Whee iacuameadine tile te in machinery i 
however, largely offset by a fall of £2} million (38 per cent.) in exports 
of ships and boats. Exports of aircraft, at just over £5 million, 
also slightly lower in July than in the first half year. 


Exports of metals amounted to £40 million in July, £14 million less 
than the first half year’s monthly rate. Non-ferrous metals continued 
to decline and were 23 per cent. below the January-June average, 
mainly because of smaller shipments of copper and alloys 
and semi-manufactures at rather lower average prices. rts of 
iron and steel were much the same as in the second quarter and slightly 
above the half year’s average. 


Exports of textiles (including wool tone exceeded £31 million in 
July, £1} million more than the J; average. The increase 
was mainly in wool yarns and fabrics which rose sharply in July (by 
20 per cent.) with higher shipments to Canada and the United States. 
Wool tops were 3} per cent. up in value owing to higher average 
prices. Cotton yarns and fabrics fell away a fittle however, and were 
6 per cent. down on the improved first half year’s rate. 


Exports of ‘other manufactures’ amounted to £54 million in July, 
£24 million more than the first half year’s monthly average (excluding 
silver bullion repayments). Chemicals were up by only 2 per cent., 
but goods in some of the smaller divisions showed increases, 
in particular pottery and china (23 per cent.), clothing, footwear, etc. 
(15 per cent.), and toys (doubled). 


The fall of £1} million a month in exports of food, beverages and 
tobacco, to £15 million in July, was spread over all the divisions 
in the class. Shipments of whisky were 11 per cent. below the first 
half year’s average, and refined sugar was 9} per cent. down. E 
in the fuels and lubricants class declined by over £1 million, to £1 
million in July. Solid fuels were 12 per cent. down mainly 
a fall in coke exports.

have been 15 per cent. more than a year ago. Metal ores and scrap 
exceeded £21 miilion in July, £5 million more than in January-June. 
Including pig-iron and ferro-alloys classed as manufactures in the 
rade Accounts, imports of steel-making materials in the first seven 
months of 1957 were nearly £13 million a month, 13 per cent. more 
than a year earlier. Arrivals of raw wool tend to fall after the end of 
the first half year, but in July they were 8 per cent. higher in value 
than in January-June, partly because of increased prices. Amongst 
materials showing a decline in July, oils and oilseeds were down by 
24 per cent. on the first half year, with seasonal reductions in whale 
oil and ground nuts. Cotton fell by 18 per cent. owing to a seasonal 
decrease from American sources. With the continued slackness in 
re-exports of rubber, imports were again less in.quantity in July 
(14 per cent. below the January-June average) and lower prices brought 
the value down by 20 per cent. 

Imports of fuels and lubricants exceeded £44 million in July, £4} 
million above the first half year’s rate. Arrivals of petroleum, at over 
£42 million, showed a rise of 14 per cent., but dollar imports in July 
(£8 million) were not much more than half the monthly average in 
January-June while Middle East imports (over £25 million) were 
well over half as much again. The sharp increase in July brought 
the quantity of crude petroleum imported in the first seven months of 
1957 within 7 per cent. of a year earlier. There was a fall of a quarter 
from Middle East sources but dollar imports trebled (though they 
were still less than half the Middle East figure). Imports of coal in 
July were 27 per cent. below the first half year’s rate. 

Imports of goods classed as manufactures amounted to nearly 
£85 million in July, £7 million more than the first half year’s monthly 
average. The rise was chiefly in goods mainly required for further 
processing, which were 11 per cent. higher. There was a.sharp increase

United Kingdom Position in 
European Payments Union 


THE SETTLEMENT for the month of July, 1957, has now taken place. 
The operation disclosed a United Kingdom net deficit for the month 
of £18,215,714 (51,004,000 units of account equivalent to the U.S. 
dollar). This deficit has been settled as to 75 per cent. by a gold 
payment by the United Kingdom to the Union, and as to 25 per cent. 
by the granting of credit to the United Kingdom by the Union.

United Kingdom Help for Norway 
on Civil Use of Atomic Energy 


THE UNITED KINGDOM ATOMIC ENERGY AUTHORITY and the 
Norwegian Institute for Atomic Energy have recently signed an 
agreement for co-operation in connection with the Norwegian Halden 
Reactor Project. This agreement is the result of the discussions 
mentioned in the exchange of Notes between the United Kingdom 
and Norwegian Governments which has been published as a White 
Paper.* 

This Project is concerned with an experimental reactor, scheduled 
to start operation early in 1958, which is designed to produce process 
steam suitable for wood-pulp mills and other industrial uses. The 
Authority have undertaken to supply the initial charge of uranium 
fuel elements for the reactor. The Institute and the Authority will also 
co-operate in a research programme with a view to developing suitable 
fuel elements for later fo poke for the reactor. 

The Agreement provides for the Authority to have access to the 
reactor design and to the operating experience obtained from this 
important experiment.

Index of Retail Prices in July 


AT juLY 16, 1957, the official index figure, which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at January 
17, 1956 (taken as 100), was 107, compared with 106 at June 18.

The rise in the index during the month was due mainly to increases 
in the average prices of eggs, potatoes, and household coal 
partly offset by some decreases, of which the most important was a 
reduction in the average price of tomatoes.

National Week to Combat Effects 
of Corrosion 


IN A DETERMINED EFFORT to combat corrosion with its accom- 
panying serious effect on industry, a National Anti-Corrosion Week 
is being organized by the Leonard Hill Technical Group, ‘publishers 
of Corrosion Technology, during the period October 14-19. The aim 
te inspire industry to look afresh at corrosion and to do something 
about it.’ 

A convention will be held at the Central Hall, Westminster, on 
October 15 and 16, when papers Gis Vashem damamelak dee Meee 
will be presented by leading scientists and technologists. Iti expected 
that engineers, works managers, maintenance specialists and others 
concerned in the problem will take part in the discussions, Overseas 
delegates are expected from, among other countries, the United 
States, Germany, Norway, Holland and Portugal. 

On Tuesday, October 15, Mr. Harmer Nicholls, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works, has agreed to open the other big, 
event of the Week, the Corrosion Exhibition, at the. Royal Hosti- 
cultural Society’s Old Hall at Westminster. This, it is claimed, will 
be the biggest exhibition of anti-corrosion products and services yet 
seen in this country. Fifty-four firms have arranged to exhibit. -. 

Explaining the proposals in London on August 14, -Mr. W. ‘Ge 
Norris, Managing Director of the Leonard Hill Technical Group, 
said: ‘We are here to declare war on corrosion, partienlarly corrosion. 
in industry. Corrosion is an insidious costly evil ‘which presents Britain 
alone with an annual bill of £600 million.’

Tell Callers Where You Live 


From a Correspondent 


AS ONE WHOSE DUTY takes him on journeys involving calls at 

factories, workshops and offices I am astonished at the lack of care 

big by many firms to ensure that their place of business is easy to 
nd. 

Imagine the impression created in the mind of a prospective buyer, 
particularly from overseas, if his first difficulty when making a visit 
to a works is to experience endless trouble in locating it, with a 
consequent waste of precious time — to him a very valuable commodity 
when measured in hard cash. 

Of the more simple ways of telling your whereabouts are the 
primary ones of including a fully detailed address on all notepaper 
headings, invoices, advice notes, catalogues, and advertisements. 
And why not amplify the address by having imprinted lightly on the 
reverse of your notepaper, a simple street plan of the vicinity of your 
premises showing any prominent landmarks (churches and hotels are 
the best of all) and lining the best approach by car with arrow head 
indications? 

Of great assistance also can be a line of type at the foot of such a 
map telling the number of any bus routes to the premises from town 
centre or rail station, with the nearest official bus stop to make the 
information complete. 

Finally, fix in a prominent position on the premises clearly visible 
from the highway approach some type of sign. That old brass plate 
may have certain historic and sentimental value, but is no help to the 
visitor. Bold lettering on a suitable material or a neon sign are much 
more practical.

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‘Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research 


THE REPORT of the ase omg - Scientific and Industrial Research 
for the year ended September 1956, recently published, gives par- 
ticulars of the expenditure and manpower of the Department, and 
describes in some detail the research undertaken during this period by 
the Department’s headquarters staff, its Research Establishments, 
and the grant-aided Research Associations and similar bodies. The 
Report also gives particulars of the grants made by the Department 
for special researches and for the maintenance of post-graduate 
students at Universities. 

The Report includes the last report of the Advisory Council of the 
Department, which was succeeded on November 7, 1956 by the 
Research Council appointed under the D.S.1.R. Act 1956. 


The Department’s net expenditure for the year ended March 31, 
1956 was £6,428,693. This included £272,551 for headquarters 
administration, sums ranging from about £75,000 to over half a 
million pounds for the various Research Establishments, £ 1,494,680 in 
grants to Research Associations and similar bodies, £674,420 in 
grants to students and Universities, and £519,996 in contributions to 
European Nuclear Research. The increase in expenditure over that 
for the previous year (£5,898,016) reflects the steady expansion 
envisaged in the five year plan for the Department approved 
by Parliament. Some cuts had to be made during the period as part 
of the Government’s general economy measures, and the Advisory 
Council recognize these as inevitable, while pressing the claims of 
research for the most favourable consideration possible within the 
limits of the country’s financial and scientific manpower resources. 

The total staff of the Department on September 30, 1956 was 4,655, 
as compared with 4,379 a year earlier. The Council remark that this 
increase permits the overtaking of previous deficiencies and brings 
the Department’s manpower up to a satisfactory level. 


Saving on Building Costs 

The activities of the Department and its Research Establishments 
described in the Report include the following: 

The Building Research Station has studied light weight aggregates 
for concrete made from fuel ash and other waste materials, the use of 
spray taps in office buildings, which was found to halve the water and 
fuel costs, and the economics of building of multi-storey flats, on 
which the Station have shown that a saving of £450 per flat could be 
achieved. In addition a study of the most suitable and economic forms 
of factory design and construction is being undertaken in co-operation 
with the Midland Regional Board for Industry with funds contributed 
by interested firms and organizations. 

The Chemical Research Laboratory, in addition to work on 
prevention of corrosion in boilers and packaged goods, is undertaking 
work of value to industry on water purification with ion-selective 
membranes, and on the treatment of sewage by a process yielding 
sulphur as a by product. 

The Food Investigation Organization has shown that fish preserved 
in ice containing an antibiotic, especially aureomycin, keeps fresh for 
as much as an additional seven to ten days. The Organization has also 
demonstrated the freezing of fish in a trawler while at sea, has further 
developed with the assistance of the National Research Development 
Corporation, processes of smoking fish, and has continued work on 
the storage and preservation of fruits, vegetables, poultry and eggs 
with promising results. 

The Forest Products Research Laboratory has obtained successful 
results in the use of radiation from radioactive materials and high 
frequency electric currents for killing or inactivating wood-boring 
insects. 

The Fuel Research Station has continued to make useful con- 
tributions to the problem of smoke and air pollution abatement, and 
among other work on fuels has shown that coke very suitable for 
domestic grates can be produced from low-ranking coals. The Station 
has continued its investigation into the complete gasification of 
small-sized coal for which little other use can be found and into the 
synthesis of oils and chemicals from gas; it has also made discoveries 
relating to the de-emulsification of fuel oils which are likely to lead 
to abatement of the oil pollution of 

The Geological Survey has assisted exploration for and evaluation 
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of radioactive ores in many parts of the world. Cs ne 

Flood control, coset enteken pectectiod sd the dodgn OF ae diene 
and harbours have been facilitated by studles with the aid of working 
models at the Hydraulics Research Station. 


National Physical Laboratory 

Much work of long term value to industry is done at the National 
Physical Laboratory. [he Repant seatatey. rele D6 Seas 
studies for the aircraft industry, studies of control mechanisms and 
the design of electronic computers for use in scientific and optical 
calculation and the automation of clerical and like operations, the 
design of ships’ hulls and propellers, and the use of diffraction gratings 
to provide accurate scales for machine tools and to operate digital 


counting devices. 


The Road Research Laboratory, in addition to investigations of 
road traffic, lighting, and accidents, has carried out valuable work on 
road construction and materials and soil stabilization. 


The work of the Water c= ome Research Laboratory is warmly 
commended in the Report. The has made a complete 
study, in co-operation with the Port of London Authority, of the 
factors contributing to the pollution of the Thames, and has has devised 
methods of assessing the effects of new sources of pollution, or new 
remedial measures which will be generally applicable. The Laboratory 
has also studied the effect of general river pollution, and of effluents 
containing detergents, on fish, and has continued investigations into 
the digestion of sewage and slaughter-house waste. 


The work of the headquarters divisions of the Department as 
described in the Report includes the publication of the Department’s 
report ‘Automation’ and the shorter version ‘Automation in Per- 
spective,’ both of which were widely read, research under the two 
joint D.S.L.R./M.R.C. Committees, set up in 1953. into. industrial 
management problems and human engineering, research into the 
economic factors which’ affect productivity and research and its 
industrial application, and the study of industrial operations and the 
training of industrial personnel by the Industrial Operations Unit. 


The Report also gives particulars of much valuable work done for 
their industries by 46 Research Associations and Research Councils 


whose industrial income is supplemented by grants from the Depart- 
ment.

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Output of the Cotton Industry 
in the First Half of 1957 


THE VOLUME of production in the cotton industry in June was 
affected by the Whitsun holiday. In the first half of the year output 
was a little higher than in the corresponding period of 1956. 

According to the Cotton Board, output of cotton cloth woven in 
the industry in the period January-June was 3 per cent. more than in 
the corresponding period of 1956 but production of man-made fibre 
and mixture cloth was 7 per cent. less. The output of single yarn in 
the first half of this year was 4 per cent. greater than last year. Within 
the total there was an increase of 7 per cent. for spun man-made 
fibre and mixture yarns.

Agricultural Machinery Markets

The article below, by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Toronto, is the fifth and last in the present series of digests 

of industrial studies commissioned by the Royal (Gordon) Commission on Canada’s Economic Prospects. Other articles in this 

series have dealt with the iron and steel industries (Fuly 19), electronics and electrical manufacturing industries (Fuly 26), 

the automotive industry (August 2) and the primary textiles industry (August 9). The original studies, reviewed in this article, 
have been published by the Queen’s Printer, Ottawa, price 50 cents each. 





Industrial Machinery 











THE DEMAND FOR industrial machinery in Canada is likely to 
increase four to five times between now and 1980. This is the con- 
chusion reached in the study of the Canadian industrial machinery 
industry prepared by Messrs. Urwick Currie Ltd., Management 
Consultants. Despite its growth since 1939 the domestic industry has 
not kept pace with the increase in demand for its products; con- 
sistently throughout the post-war period more than 60 per cent. of 
the total market has been supplied by imports. The forecasted growth 
of demand therefore offers opportunity to United Kingdom industry 
to increase its exports of industrial. machinery to Canada or to make 
its p83 ty a share of the market by establishing manufacturing capacity 
in Canada. 


The industry is defined in the study as including all types of 
machinery products used in primary and secondary industry with 
the exception of agricultural machinery, most types of transportation 
equipment, electrical apparatus and household, office and store 
machinery. It consists (1953 statistics) of 325 firms of whom nearly 
200 are located in the Province of Ontario, 60 in Quebec and 37 in 
British Columbia. It is an important employer of labour and ranks 
seventeenth among all Canadian industries in terms of employment. 
At the same time it is an industry of small firms, the average employ- 
ment being only 73 workers per plant. Only seven of the 325 firms 
employ over 500 workers. 

The domestic industry —small to-day by comparison with the 
United Kingdom or the United States industry—was very small 
indeed in 1939. Its production increased under the stimulus of the 
war and has continued to increase in the post-war years except for a 
mild recession in 1953 and 1954. But Canadian demand has expanded 
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Studies of Canadian Industries (Continued) 


faster. The pulp and paper industry has grown enormously; a host 
of new metal mines have been brought into production; a large oil 
and chemical industry has risen from nothing. The demands of these 
industries have had to be satisfied largely by imports. Between 1949 
and 1953, for example, the domestic industry’s share of the expanding 
market fell from 41 per cent. to 38 per cent.; imports in every post-war 
year have claimed 60 per cent. or more of the market. It is interesting 
to note that the total value of imports into Canada in 1953 of industrial 
machinery alone was some $400 million, which is only a little less than 
Britain’s total sales to Canada in the same year. Britain excels as an 
industrial machinery producer and exporter, yet has managed to 
obtain only about 10 per cent. of the imports while the United States’ 
share has been nearly 90 per cent. 


The respective share of the market taken by the Canadian and the 
external producer is not, of course, constant for each product. In 
power pumps and pulp and paper machinery, for example, the 
domestic producer satisfies about three-quarters of the market; in 
printing machinery and textile machinery on the other hand, prac- 
tically 100 per cent. is imported. (Messrs. Urwick Currie’s. study 
includes a most useful Appendix showing, for 16 groups of products, 
the relationship of domestic production to imports in each of the 
years 1949 to 1954.) 


More than one-third of Canada’s industrial machinery industry is 
controlled by United States interests. Nearly half of the 33 largest 
firms, employing 200 persons or more, are subsidiaries of American 
firms, and are responsible for the largest part of the domestic produc- 
tion of air compressors, materials handling equipment and bearings, 
and for a significant part of the production of mining machinery, 
pulp and paper machinery and industrial pumps. By contrast, United 
Kingdom direct investment in the industry is small, embracing a few 
companies producing machine tools, air compressors, pumps, 
refrigeration equipment and elevators, and marine diesel engines. 
(It should be noted, however, that since the study was published, 
several very significant advances have been made by United Kingdom 
industry in acquiring control or otherwise participating directly in 
the Canadian industry.) 


Research and Development 


It is likely that fewer than half the firms in the industry are under- 
taking any research or development work, due to the high cost in 
relation to the size of the market. The United States and United 
Kingdom controlled firms benefit from the advances made by their 
parent concerns; other Canadian companies have licensing arrange- 
ments for manufacture in Canada; but though such arrangements 
have short-term advantages, it is not a progressive way of operating 
and development in the Canadian industry is behind the United States 
and United Kingdom. Developments in some countries in mass- 
production industries, due to electronic devices and automation, 
are unlikely to have any great effect on the Canadian industrial 
machinery industry in the next five to seven years, and even after 
that the effect will be gradual. 


Machine Tools 


The machine tool section of the industry has been particularly 
affected by imports; in 1954 almost 86 per cent. of the total domestic 
market was met by imports, and the domestic industry’s share was 
consistently Jess than 20 per cent. in the six years 1949 to 1954. The 
decline in demand in 1954, when the build-up created by the Korean 
war had ceased, seriously reduced the machine tool builders’ output 
and left them working much below capacity. The authors of the study 
say, “The major factor (which may make this decline permanent) 
has been the loss of market to United Kingdom manufacturers who 
can sell machines in Canada at prices with which Canadian machine 
tool builders cannot compete.’ This statement in the study requires 
qualification; it is true that alongside the other qualities of the British 
machine tool that appeal to the Canadian customer is an advantage 
on price; but by far the greatest part of the Canadian market is taken 
up by imports from the United States; in 1954, for example, the 
United States took 65 per cent. of the total Canadian machine tool 
market, a fact which is not brought out. In the same year, imports 
from Britain took 7 per cent. of the market. 

The study of the industrial machinery industry presented to the 
Royal Commission a gloomy picture of the machine tool section; the 
Canadian Machine Tool Builders in their own evidence to the 
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The 
opel Cockanbanen, kata aanpaier pointed to the contribution 
which the structure had made to the difficulties the 


in the tariff should be straightened out. 

The Canadian industrial machinery industry is likely to grow in 
line with the forecast expansion of demand for its products. Its plant 
and equipment is in good shape; it is in a position to expand its 
production both by the greater utilization of existing facilities and by 
the building of new plants. Nevertheless, the market will 
continue to offer great scope for imports, and it is in the industrial 
machinery field - more, probably, than in any other field — that the 
United Kingdom is equipped to obtain a much greater share in the 
Canadian market. The task is hard — against the dominant position 
of the United States and against the increasing competition offered 
in Canada by European countries; but the reward is splendid —a 
share of a market valued at $2,500 to $3,000 million by 1980. 





Agricultural Machinery 


The agricultural machinery industry, in contrast to the industrial 
machinery industry, is dominated by four 
them account for over 90 per cent. of the 
output. Only about one-third of the total Canadian market is met by 
the domestic industry, but the industry is, at the same time, a sub- 
stantial exporter of farm machinery. It is a comparatively small 
industry in terms of employment, representing less than 1 per cent. 
of the total labour force employed by Canadian industry as a whole. 
The Canadian industry is closely linked with the United States 
industry, the development and organization of the two in association 
having been considerably influenced by changes in the two countries’ 
tariff arrangements. The United Kingdom supplies only a very small 
part of the total Canadian market. 

The study of the Canadian agricultural machinery industry made 
by Messrs. J. D. Woods & Gordon Ltd., Management Consultants, 
states that the industry has been to extremes in its 
It came to maturity in the period 1875-1929, expanding in parallel 
with the development of the western wheat economy.

of all the farm machinery made in Canada, Next in size are Inter- 
national Harvester with about 25 per cent. of the Canadian production 
and Cockshutt with about 15 per cent."The fourth, John Deere Plow, 
is the smallest of the group and has relatively small manufacturing 
facilities in Canada. Of these four, Massey-Harris—Ferguson and 
Cockshutt are Canadian-controlled; the other two, International and 
John Deere, are subsidiaries of large United States firms. There are a 
number of smaller companies but these are generally serving a 
restricted market with implements of a relatively simple nature. In 
addition many other companies not primarily agricultural machinery 
producers have limited manufacture of certain agricultural tools and 
machines. The industry is almost entirely located in the Province of 
Ontario, which accounts for about 95 per cent. of the production. 


Leaving aside tractors, the domestic industry has supplied since 
the war between 60 and 70 per cent. of the total Canadian market for 
agricultural machinery, the imports coming almost exclusively from 
the United States. There is only very limited production of tractors in 
Canada, manufacture for the integrated United States-Canadian 
market being undertaken almost entirely in the United States. When 
tractors are added to the other agricultural machinery imports, the 
domestic industry’s share of the Canadian market dwindles to less 
than 30 per cent. The common, duty-free North American market 
also gives opportunity for the Canadian manufacturer to sell to the 
United States; in 1954 for example, over 70 per cent. of Canada’s 
$76 million agricultural machinery exports went to the United States. 


Outlook for the Future 


Both farm income levels and agricultural machinery sales, says 
the study, have been falling for the past three years; the relationship 
between the two was disturbed in the war and immediate post-war 
years, but is now re-asserting itself. While the decline might continue 
for a time the growth of population should bring about a return to 
higher farm incomes and a parallel recovery in farm machinery sales. 
The trend towards larger farms and further mechanization is likely 
to continue. The replacement sales market, recently depressed after 
the years of heavy buying, should correct itself, and a normal volume 
of replacement sales develop. The Canadian agricultural machinery 
industry can therefore, look to a demand sufficient to maintain its 
production on a reasonably active basis in the immediate future but 
from a longer term viewpoint the growth in demand is not likely to 
increase at the same rate as is forecast for the general development of 
the Canadian and United States economies, Furthermore the United 
States industry is well located to serve the whole North American 
market, and the Canadian industry may have difficulty in holding its 
share of any expansion which takes place on the American continent. 


Although the United Kingdom is an important market for Canada’s 
farm products, she has, so far, played a minor role in supplying farm 
machinery. Sales of United Kingdom tractors and parts in C 
reached almost $3 million in 1956 (compared with United States sales 
in Canada of $156 million) and United Kingdom sales of all other 
machinery and tools (principally pasteurizers, power dairy machiner:’, 
cultivators and hay presses) totalled about three-garters of a million 
dollars. But some factors encourage the hope that the United 
Kingdom's share could increase. An awareness may be growing among 
Canadian farmers of the necessity of buying British; in the tractor 
field there may be scope for extending the arrangements whereby 
North American tractor manufacturers with plants in Britain have sold 
certain models in Canada, thus supplementing the efforts of the British 
tractor manufacturer; finally, any steps which Canada may take to 
divert its purchases from the United States to Britain could well have 
particular application in the agricultural machinery field.

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United Kingdom Nuclear Power 
Display in Italy 


EXHIBITS typifying the latest British advances in nuclear power 
station development will be displayed in the official United Kingdom 
pavilion at the twenty-first Levant Fair, at Bari, in Italy, from 
September 7 to 25. 

Organized by the Board of Trade in conjunction with the United 
Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority and in consultation with industry, 
the display is designed to have a general appeal. It will demonstrate 
how atomic power could answer the steadily increasing industrial 
demand for electricity and will show how Britain is collaborating with 
other nations in this sphere. It will also emphasize the readiness of the 
British atomic power industry to put its skill and experience at the 
disposal of the world. 

The display will cover 300 square yards and include models of 
Calder Hall, Britain’s-and the world’s —first big-scale atomic 
power station, and the fast breeder reactor being built at Dounreay, 
on the north coast of Scotland. 

A special model will give visitors a view of the interior of the 
massive 135-foot metal sphere containing the Dounreay reactor. 
Calder Hall exhibits will emphasize the part played by more than 
1,000 firms throughout Britain in the successful of this 
new industry. A British film with an Italian sound track will show 
how a thermal reactor works.

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United Kingdom’s Display 
at Canadian Exhibition 


Four oF Britain’s industries, including her newest and one of her 
oldest foreign currency earners, will form the theme of an official 
United Kingdom display being staged by the Board of Trade at the 
Canadian Nationa! Exhibition in Toronto from August 23 to Septem- 
ber 7. They are the nuclear power, wool textile, aircraft and tourist 
industries. 


The United Kingdom nuclear power industry got off to a running 
start with the opening of the world’s first large scale nuclear power 
station at Calder Hall in Cumberland last year, and is now exciting 
much interest and winning orders overseas. The wool textile industry, 
mentioned in the Domesday book in the 11th century, was one of 
Britain’s main sources of wealth at that time — and is still the biggest 
wool cloth exporting industry in the world. 

The four industries will each be the subject of one of the four main 
sections of the United Kingdom stand, and colour films portraying 
them will be run continuously. In the aircraft section, a big map will 
illustrate the value of British-made aircraft to Canadian operators 
and colour transparencies will show the De Havilland Comet jet 
aircraft, a production line of Vickers Viscount turbo-prop airliners 
being built for Trans-Canada Airlines, the Bristol Britannia ‘whisper- 
ing Giant’ turbo-prop airliner in Canadian Pacific Airlines livery and 
the De Havilland Dove. 

In the wool section, fabrics will be draped from ceiling to floor and 
more colour transparencies will show wool cloth in various stages of 
production. Colour transparencies and photographs in the nuclear 
power section will show Calder Hall and the huge breeder reactor at 
Dounreay, in the North of Scotland, and the new A-power stations 
under construction at Bradwell, in Essex, and Berkeley, in Gloucester- 
shire. Another large map will show places of historical interest in the 
travel section, where colour transparencies will take the visitor to the 
most beautiful scenery of England, Wales, Scotland and Northern 
Ireland. 


The Board of Trade in preparing the stand have received the 
co-operation of the Bristol Aeroplane Company, the De Havilland 
Aircraft Company, Vickers Armstrong (Aircraft), the United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Authority, the National Wool Textile Export Corpora- 
tion and the British Travel and Holidays Association. 

Many United Kingdom firms will have individual stands at the 
exhibition. 


British Fashion and Textile 
Fair in Stockholm 


THE BRITISH Fashion and Textile Fair to be held in Stockholm 
from August 31 until September 15 under the ‘umbrella’ of Sweden’s 
St. Erik’s Fair, will provide an opportunity for British textile manu- 
facturers to recover the Swedish and other Scandinavian markets 
lost to foreign competition in the early post-war years. 

In a setting more than five times the capacity of London’s Royal 
Albert Hall, the exhibition — promoted by Trade Fairs and Promotions 
Limited — will be opened to a fanfare sounded by four State trumpeters 
of The Household Cavalry from the steps of Stockholm’s 
Kungliga Tenishallen (Royal Swedish Tennis Hall). 

Six of Britain’s top model girls and three men, together with two 
Swedish models, will take part in the 36 parades of style and fashion. 
Fifty per cent. of the garments in this 75-item collection will be 
designed in Britain, the remainder being of Swedish design. In both 
cases, however, British fabrics will be used. 

The Fair will be divided into three distinct sections: Terylene Hall 
will show the versatility of the fibre; the Hall of Beautiful British 
Fabrics will display fabrics from leading piece-goods manufacturers, 


and a hall where exhibitors will show a variety of merchandise includ- 
ing household textiles. An important part of this section will be an 
avenue of British carpets. 

The Fair is to be officially opened on August 31 by the British 
Ambassador to Sweden, Sir Robert Hankey, in the presence of the 
Swedish Secretary of State for Commerce, Herr Lange, and other 
visitors. 
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British Leathers to be Shown 
in Paris 
Tuis YEAR, for the first time, the United Kingdom is to have an 
official stand in the Semaine International du Cuir — leather exhibi- 
tion — to be held in the Parc des Expositions, Paris, from September 
7 to 12. It will probably be the only official stand there. 

The Semaine du Cuir is one of the most important international 
leather fairs in the world. The main object of the United Kingdom 
stand will be to demonstrate the high quality of British leather and 
to promote its sales overseas. The stand is being organized by the 
Board of Trade in conjunction with the British Leather Federation, 
29 of whose members are providing exhibits. 

The United Kingdom will have 1,000 sq. ft. of floor space, allowing 
room for a central display of a general nature and for showcase 
displays of a more specific type. There will be interview rooms for 
trade buyers and space in which exhibitors can keep leathers not 
included in the display. 

A wide variety of hides and skins will be exhibited, including 
leathers for clothing, gloves, shoe uppers, shoe lining and soles, fancy 
goods, upholstery and for industrial purposes. Finished leather goods 
of both British and continental manufacture will also be on display 
to illustrate the many uses of British leather. 

In addition to representatives of the individual exhibitors, staff 
of the British Leather Federation will be on the stand to answer 


general inquiries and to put buyers in touch with suppliers of leather 
not being shown. 


British Design on Show in Finland 


THE COUNCIL of Industrial Design has published the list of 450 
products to be shown on the official stand at this year’s British Trade 
Fair, Helsinki, to be held from September 6 to 22. 

The stand, which is organized by the Board of Trade at the request 
of the Federation of British Industries, will cover more than 3,000 sq. 
ft. on the first floor of Helsinki’s Messuhalli. Goods in the following 
categories will be displayed:

Sweden and West Germany 


A FURTHER Protocol to the trade agreement between Sweden and 
Western Germany covering trade between the two countries for the 
period July 1, 1957, to June 30, 1958, was signed in Bonn recently.

Temporary Customs Duties 


UNDER THE provisions of Italian Presidential Decree No. 519 of 
July 11, 1957, the temporary rules for the initial application of the new 
Customs Tariff have been extended to December 31, 1958. Provision 
is also made in the same decree for the extension to December 31, 
1957, or to February 9, 1958, of the customs regime on certain iron 
and steel products. 

A translation of the decree is given below: 

Article 1. The duty regime applied by virtue of the regulations of articles 1, 
2, 3, 4 and 5, from letter (b) to letter (g), of Presidential Decree No. 1125 
of November 1, 1951, as well as the other temporary duties and the other 
temporary rules for the initial application of the new Customs Tariff of 
Import duties established under Presidential Decree No. 453 of July 8, 1950, 
and, with the successive additions and modifications, in force on the date 
of the present decree, are extended to December 31, 1958, with the exception 
of the regulations provided for in Presidential Decree No. 1279 of December 
23, 1955, and of those provided for in Decree-Law No. 1362 of December 14, 
1956, converted into Law No. 10 of February 13, 1957, and Decree-Law No. 
1363 (article 2) of December 14, 1956, converted, with amendments, into 
law No. 11 of February 13, 1957, which remain applicable to not beyond 
the respective dates of expiry established in such provisions and except as 
provided for in the following article 2. 

Article 2. The suspension and reduction of customs duties on iron and 
steel products imported from countries who are not members of the European 
Coal and Steel Community referred to in article 3, letter (b), number (1), 
(2) and (4), and in article 3, letter (c) of Presidential Decree No. 657 of 
July 12, 1956, with the amendments and additions brought by article 3, 
letters (b) and (c) and by article 4 of Presidential Decree No. 219 of April 18, 
1957, are extended from July 1 to not later than December 31, 1957. 

From July 1 and not later than December 31, 1957, the quota of 60,000 tons 
for rough coils for re-rolling referred to in article 3, letter (a) of Presidential 
Decree No. 219 of April 18, 1957, is admitted, with the same rules and condi- 
tions provided for therein, with exemption of duty. 

The suspension and reduction of Customs duties for iron and steel pro- 
ducts imported from other countries who are members of the aforementioned 
Community, referred to in article 3 of Presidential Decree No. 482 of May 8, 
1956, in article 3, letter (a), number (1) and (2), and in article 3, letter (c) 
of Presidential Decree No. 657 of July 12, 1956, with the amendments and 
additions brought by article 3 letter (b) of Presidential Decree No. 219 
of fy 18, 1957, are extended from July 1, 1957, to not later than February 
9, ; 

Article 3. The present decree will enter into force on the day of its 
publication in the Gazzetta Ufficiale of the Italian Republic.

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UNITED STATES 
Investigation of Whisky Industry 


On aucust 12 the Committee on Finance of the United States 
Senate directed the United States Tariff Commission to investigate 
the conditions of competition in the United States between whisky 
produced in the United States and in foreign countries. 

The resolution directs the Commission to set forth in the report 
a summary of the facts obtained in the investigation, including a 
description of the domestic industry, domestic production, foreign 
production, imports, consumption, channels and methods of distribu- 
tion, prices, United States exports, United States customs treatment 
since 1930, and other factors affecting the competition between 
domestic and imported whisky. 

The Tariff Commission have accordingly instituted the investigation 
under the provisions of Section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1930, and have 
announced that a public hearing will be held at which all interested 
parties will be given an opportunity to appear and be heard. The time 
and place of the hearing will be announced later. 


Ban on Imports of Some Articles 
Containing Butterfat 


AN ANNOUNCEMENT in the Board of Trade Journal on June 7 gave 
details of a United States Tariff Commission investigation under 
Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act into imports of some 
articles containing butterfat. 


The President of the United States has accepted the Tariff Com- 
mission’s majority recommendation that he prohibit further imports 
of articles containing 45 per cent. or more of butterfat. The prohibition, 
which became effective on August 8, does not apply to articles already 
subject to quotas, cheeses, evaporated and condensed milk and products 
imported in retail packets. 


Tariff Commission Investigation on Dates 


THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission are investigating, under 
the authority of Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, 
whether dates are being or are practically certain to be imported into 
the United States under such conditions and in such quantities as 
to render or tend to render ineffective, or materially interfere with, 
programmes of the United States Department of Agriculture with 
respect to dates, including the Federal Date Marketing Order pro- 
gramme and the Department’s programme for the diversion of dates 
to new uses, or to reduce substantially the amount of products 
processed in the United States from domestic dates. 

A public hearing will be held in the Tariff Commission Building, 
8th and E. Streets, N.W., Washington, D.C., on September 10. 
Interested parties desiring to appear at the public hearing should 
notify the Secretary of the Tariff Commission, in writing, at least 
three days in advance of the date set for the hearing. 


BRAZIL 
New Customs Tariff

A SECOND (and final) public sitting of the Canadian Tariff Board in 
respect of Reference No. 124 on fruits and vegetables will open at the 
Tariff Board’s offices, 70-74 Elgin Street, Ottawa, on Monday, 
September 9, 1957, at 10 a.m. (D.S.T.). 

This sitting will permit a final presentation of the proposals 
advanced at the July meeting by the Canadian Horticultural Council. 
Also, it will afford an opportunity for the taking of evidence from 
those who may oppose such proposals, particularly those processors 
of fresh fruits and vegetables who may deem themselves to have been 
referred to, in general terms, in the following sentence from the 
Canadian Minister of Finance’s Letter of Reference: 


Should the study further indicate that consequential amendments 
are required in other tariff items, covering the same fruits and vegetables 
in frozen, dried, canned or other processed form, these consequential 
amendments should be included in the revised schedule together with 
rates of duty. 


All who intend to give evidence should take, or send in advance, 
100 copies of their brief, for distribution at the sitting. It is requested 
also that all who contemplate attending notify the Secretary of the 
Tariff Board in writing, not later than Monday, September 2. 


Sales Tax on Motion Picture Films 


INSTRUCTIONS contained in the Canadian Department of National 
Revenue Circular No. 42-C Revised, dated July 5, 1957, which 
supersedes and cancels Circular No. 42-C dated June 10, 1955, state 
that as from July 1, 1957, Canadian sales tax is to be accounted for on 
motion picture films by producers thereof on the following basis: 

On 35 or 16 mm. film, which has not been certified by the National 
Film Board as educational, sales tax is to apply on a value of 9} cents 
per foot, the footage to be the original printing in which the production 
value is concentrated as distinct from release prints, the value mentioned 
to include sound strip, if any. 16 mm. television film commercials are 
not to be included as they are provided for below. 

On 35 or 16 mm. copies or prints of original films, which have not 
been certified by the National Film Board as educational, sales tax is 
to apply on the actual charge made by the producer for the prints 
produced from the original. 

On 16 mm. television film commercials, the sales tax is to apply on a 
value of $9.00 per foot, the foctage to be the original printing in which 
the production value is concentrated as distinct from release prints or 
copies. 

On 16 mm, prints or copies of television film commercials, the sales 
tax is to apply on a value of 15 cents per foot. 


The values referred to above are to apply whether on black and 
white or on colour film. 


Film producers will continue to operate under sales tax licences as 
heretofore and will purchase their materials such as film, developers, 
solutions, etc. used in the production, free from sales tax by use of 
sales tax licence and certificate of further manufacture.

Modification of Import Procedure under the 
Industrial Re-equipment Plan 


UNDER ARGENTINE Central Bank Circular 2952, of July 22, 1957, 
the provisions for importing industrial machines ‘laid down in Cir- 
culars 2881 and 2882 (see Board of Trade Journal of June 21, 1957) 
will apply to the machines listed in Annexes I, II and III of this ‘notice. 


The provisions of Circular 2922 (see Board of Trade Fournal of 
July 19, 1957), whereby remittances in payment of imports of 
industrial machinery will be freely transferable until the total cancella- 
tion of the credits obtained, will also apply to the items listed in 
these Annexes. 


The regulations laid down in Sections I and II of Circular 2881 
must be observed in relation to: 


(i) Machines for general use with a unit f.o.b. value exceeding $15,000 
or the equivalent in other currencies, and (ii) machines for the production 
transformation and distribution of electric power, with a unit f.o.b. value 
exceeding $30,000. 

The regulations laid down in Section III of Circular 2881 shall apply to 
the machines listed in Annexes I and II of this notice. 

The machines mentioned in Annexes I, II and III and imported under 
this circular must enter Argentina in the following condition: 

Annex I Only new. 

Annex II (a) New or used. 

(b) and (c) Only new. 

Annex III Used, provided that they comply with the technical character- 

istics and conditions mentioned in this Annex. 

The machinery in Annex I (a) and (b) shall be subject to price control. 
The commercial invoices must therefore be presented to the Central Bank 
together with Form 433. Also the Customs House authorities will demand 


the commercial invoices duly inscribed by the Central Bank in addition to 
Form 433. 


In view of the above provisions the regulations contained in 
Circulars 2710 and 2866 (covering the import of new or used machinery 
for the composition, printing and binding of newspapers and 
magazines) are cancelled. 

Consequently electric generating sets, new machines for the 
manufacture of tyres, new machines for road-making, new machines 
for the making of bread and other cereal foodstuffs, new machines 
for the production, transformation and distribution of electric power 
should be deleted from the lists of goods which may be imported at 
the free rate with or without surcharge.

Central Bank Circular 2956, of July 24, announces that automatic 
exchange permits will be granted for the imports from the sterling 
area and other sources at the official rate of exchange of hearing aids 
and such spare parts and accessories of the same as are cleared under 
Tariff No. 5199. Registered firms who are interested in the import 
of these products may apply, and exchange permits will be subject 
to price control by the Central Bank.

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NEW ZEALAND 
Licensing of Imports in 1958 


THE NEW ZEALAND Import Licensing Schedule for 1958 was 
released on August 2 by the New Zealand Minister of Customs, who 
also announced the 1958 import policy for goods from the dollar 
area, Japan and Korea. 

A total of 170 items are free from licensing when imported from 
any source; the most important additions to the list of freed items are 
industrial machinery, mining machinery, and items of equipment 
and materials for New Zealand industry. 

Four further items are freed from licensing control when imported 
from sources other than the dollar countries, Japan and Korea; 
these are cement (other than coloured), white sanitaryware (other 
than W.C. pans, wash hand basins and earthenware chambers), 
Chinese crackers and lead bends and traps (for pipes). In addition 
the controlled range of a number of other items has been varied to 
free further portions of the items from licensing. 


Licensing has been reimposed on electric welding machines, 
leather vamps and uppers and leather cut into shapes for footwear 
and on printed circuit boards for wireless sets mounted with com- 
ponents. 


Clothing licences will continue to be issued on a quantity rather 
than a value basis and this principle has been extended to woollen 
piece-goods. 


Dollar Countries and Japan 


The Minister announced that the policy of licensing control of 
goods imported from Japan and dollar countries had been reviewed 
and that it had been decided to apply a more liberal interpretation 
to the policy which had operated for some time. 


Motor Vehicles 


The motor vehicle licensing schedule for 1958 will be released 
separately. 


General Provisions and Procedure 


1. The following provision is made for imports into New Zealand during 
the 1958 import licensing period of the goods specified in the attached 
Schedule. Licences will be available for the entry of goods imported between 
January 1, 1958, and December 31, 1958.

Linen Trolleys for Hospital Wards 

The latest addition to the series published during the past few 
years on tubular-framed equipment for hospitals is B.S. 2854. The 
series is based on the recommendations of the Hospital Equipment 
Standards Advisory Committee and prepared by a technical committee 
representative of medical and nursing interests as well as manufacturers 
of hospital equipment. 

The standard specifies the materials, dimensions and constructional 
requirements for single and twin trolleys carrying soiled linen bags 
for hospital wards. Suggested specifications for linen and cotton 
canvas for the bags are given in an appendix. 

As the standard permits certain alternatives in regard to construc- 
tion, castor sizes and materials for the canvas bags, a list of the informa- 
tion required from the purchaser in inquiries and orders is given in a 
second appendix. Equipment complying with the standard is required 
to bear the mark ‘B.S. 2854’ together with the manufacturer’s name 
or symbol.

Dimensions of Screwed Sealing Plugs (Low Pressure) with 
Unified Screw Threads 


One example of the advantages of the Unified screw thread system 
in making possible a considerable reduction in the number of different 
types of small threaded components using clearance fits, which are in 
common use throughout the general field of engineering is B.S. 2859. 

Although intended primarily for use in internal combustion engines, 
the plugs specified here will probably be suitable for use in other types 
of engineering equipment.
